The Owl Creek Harmony Regular Baptist Association convened wth the Alum 
’ Creek Chureh at Ashley, Delaware Co., O., to the several churches compris- 
ing her body, sendeth Christian love: 

DEARLY BeLoved BRETHREN AND SISTERS IN 111E Lorp.—We greatly 
desire to address you in this our annual circular on some subject which shall 
be for the good of all God’s dear children by stirring up their pure minds by 
way of remembrance to a great zeal in the things wherein we have been 
called, which will redound to the glory of God and the welfare of Zion. 
Let us consider briefly the subject of Christianity: The terms Christian 
and Christianity are popularly applied to nations, communities, societies 
and individuals, without properly considering their true meaning, and can- 
not properly be so applied only so far as they:may possess and practice the 
principles laid down by Christ in his precepts and examples The name 
Christian was first applied to the diciples at Antioch; is made use of but 
three times in the Scriptures and each time applied to the followers of 
Christ; a name derided, despised and rejected by the popular masses when 
it was first used to designate the humble followers of Jesus. ; 

Then to be a Christian is to be Christ like;4a follower of Christ. The 
Apostle declares: “That if any man have not the Spirit of Christ he is 
none of his.” Then if we have not his Spirit we cannot be like him. But 
if we have the Spirit of Christ and are led by it we will exhibit those char- 


_ acteristics of humility, meekness and love that so distinguishes between 


him and the Spirit that isin the world. Jesus said: “By their fruits ye 
shall know them.” The Apostle James says: “As the body without the 
Spirit is dead, so faith without works is dead.” These works in the Chris- 
tian is in harmony with the teaching of the Spirit of Christ. 


So then, true Christianity consists in being an humble follower of the’ 


meck and lowly Jesus, walking in all the commandments and ordinances of 
his house, blameless, looking to Jesus as the only true and perfect pattern: 
It is not pecessary that the Christian be bound by any worldly organization 


to move him to acts of charity or kindness; ifis.not necessary to threaten — 


him with the law to make him honest in his dealings; it is not necessary for 


Christians to resort to the schemes invented by worldly institutions in or- 
der to sustain the church; and as the Lord hath ordained “That they who 
preach the gospel shall live of the gospel,” so nas he provided the way, 
and the Apostle exhorts his brethren to their duty in this respect, and 


teaches them to be industrious that they may have to give for all these 
‘things, declaring that “The Lord loveth a cheerful giver.” Again, the 
Christian loves the house of prayer, the place of worship, and will not ab- 
sent himself from it if he can avoid it. There he breathes the atmosphere 
he loves; there his God has promised to meet him; there he communes with 
the lovely Redeemer. ..Can he stay away from where Jesus has promised 
to meet him, even if but two or three are there? But stop! listen! we hear 
the complaint of coldness and barrenness; no ingathering; a lack of that 
brotherly love that ought to exist; perhaps contention and strife amung 
brethren, Ah, there has been a forsaking of the old paths; perhaps you are 
wondering what is the matter and have concluded that the poor servant is 
at fault. 

Oh, dear brethren, do you meet often together in the spirit of love; in 
breaking of bread, and in prayers trom house to house? Have -we not de- 
parted from our first love? Hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches: 
“ Except thou repent and do the first works I will come quickly and remove 
the candlestick out of his place.” Have we been faithful to our servants in 
holding up their hands, and filled our places as becometh Christians, and 
then our Heavenly Father failed in his promises? Ah, no. Do we not re- 
member the former days when our willing feet wended their way to the 
house of prayer; the seasons of joy and rejoicing with which we were 
blest? His promises are sure to his obedient children; so his chastening to 
the disobedient. Do we sometimes look out upon the worldly institutions 
and covet their homes and popular display? Oh, let us ‘remembéF that 
“ Babylon, with all her glory, shall fall and her glory shall fade» away, but 
Zion shall arise from her low state to appear in’ the beauty and glory of 
her King.” Then, dear brethren, let us search for the old paths; let us walk. 
in obedience to his precepts and examples. . 

“ Then our cheerful sonys will oftener be, 
Come, hear what the Lord has done for me.” 

A few more days on earth to spend, and may they be spent in Christ’s 
service, and then we hope to see bim as he is and be like him, then will we 
be satisfied.
